THE SHIPPING 
BILL 


The shipping bill of the administration is now in its .most critical 


stage to far as lliis session oC congress is concerned, and the next few 
dajs will show whether it will become a law with (he grateful sanction 
of the president or whether it wUl go over lo a special session with the 
possibility of filial defeat. 
The main features of the measure have been 


uamtained as an amendment lo Ihe Weeks-Gore bill, Hie special requisition 
ot the new bill.as contrasted with the old being (hat its emergency char- 
acter is emphasized; clauses are inserted which' would compel the restora- 
tion of the merchant service fo private control after the passing of the 
initial government period. 


Though the. republicans talk of continuing the filibuster which has 


been so effective as u'bni- to the shipping bill for the past few weeks, it 
is apparent that many o£ the arguments used against the bill have losl 
force 
The utter dependence of this country on the shipping interests of 


ioreign nations has been shown to the public with distressing frankness, 
«nd there is .a-growing demand that congress put aside its shamefully 
partisan stand and come to the relief of American business in an unsel- 
fish spirit;"-It is apparent, too, that since the incidents involving the 
use of the American Hag by foreign governments, possible protests agiiinst 
oui commercial use of it on our own ships have ceased to be considered 
as a menace. 


There is also the daily possibility that Italy, the Netherlands ami 


othei neutral nations may enter the world conflict, making the plight of 
Americin business pitiable indeed. 
Trade papers from all sections dwell 


cun tautly on our opportunity and the lack of • merchant vessels that 
preMmts'our grasping it, and the sincerity of much of the opposition to 
the administration bill is being questioned. 
It is probable, therefore, that 


before this session of congress adjourns, we will- have some measure 
embracing the main suggestions of the democratic leaders for'industrial 
end commercial''relief. 


Whatever congress may do, it seems a foregone conclusion that this 


countrj cannot get American private companies to take adequate care of 
its merchant shipping, owing to the lack of liberal subsidies whicii, while 
contrary to the American spirit, are granted by most governments to then 
c\erseas shipping interests. The only wayiwe can get the benefit of the 
•nar opportunities is by a'system of shipping which would throir the 
iecponsibility over on the government and which -would be backed by the 
government prestige, protection and political power. 
The administration 


which has shown itself to be.almost sttpersensitive in its desire to avoii 
ioreign'complications would not sanction a' measure that might lead us 
into international dangers; the many objections raised on this score have

foreign nations has been shown to the pntiliu with distressing frankness, 
/and there is a growing demand that congress put aside its shamefully 
partisan stand and como to the relief of American business in an unsel- 
fish spirit. ]t is apparent, too, that since the incidents involving the 


" use of the American flag by foreign governments, possible protests apinM 


our commercial use of it on our own ships have censed to be considered 
as a menace. 


.Thev'e is also the daily possibility that Italy, the Netherlands ami 


other'neutral nations may enter the world conflict, 'making the plight nf 
American business pitiable indeed. 
Trade papers from all sections dwell 


constantly on our opportunity and the lack of merchant vessels that 
prevents our grasping it, and the sincerity of much of the opposition to 
the administration bill is being ffiiestioiicd. 
It is probable, therefore, that 


before this session of congress adjourns, we will have sonic measure 
embracing the main suggestions of the democratic leaders for industrial 
and commercial relief.

The contrast between tho bus- 
iness streets lighting by our old sys- 
tem and th« business streets with the 
new lamps lighted is startling and no 
city that wants to be enterprising or 
up-to-date can long delay the Instal- 
lation of these new lights.

filature of modern progress has made 
greater strides In recent years than 
th'at of municipal elcctrlca.1 lighting, 
and none either, according to general 
admission; has'hart a more potent and 
beneficial' effect-on the moral, social, 
industrial and commercial welfare1 of 
such communities as have made the 
experiment.
